COMMERCIAL    STOCKS    OF    GRAIN,    FLOUR,    AND    MISCELLANEOUS    FOOD 
FRODUCTS  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES  ON  FEBRUARY  1,  1919. 


This  report  covers  four  groups  of  commodities,  as  follows: 

1.  Wheat,  corn,  oats,  barley,  and  rye. 

2.  The  various  kinds  of  flour,  and  corn  meal.  Concerning  stocks 
of  the  commodities  in  groups  1  and  2,  reports  were  required  from 
elevators,  grain  and  flour  mills,  wholesale  dealers,  and  warehouses. 

3.  A  group  of  miscellaneous  non-perishable  food  products,  com- 
prising beans,  rice,  rolled  oats,  canned  salmon,  canned  tomatoes, 
canned  corn,  and  sugar.  For  these  commodities,  the  stocks  of 
wholesale  grocers  and  general  warehouses  were  obtained,  and  for 
beans  the  stocks  of  elevators  and  wholesale  grain  dealers  also.  Small 
quantities  of  these  commodities  reported  by  cold  storages  are  in- 
cluded in  the  figures  shown  for  general  warehouses. 

4.  Condensed  and  evaporated  milk,  for  which  the  stocks  of 
condensaries,  cold  storages,  warehouses,  and  wholesale  grocers  were 
obtained. 

The  figures  given  for  total  stocks  on  February  1,  1919,  include 
quantities  reported  as  in  transit  on  that  date,  these  quantities 
being  also  shown  separately  in  Table  3.  The  comparative  figures, 
however,  include  only  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  on  the  dates 
specified. 

The  number  of  firms  reporting  stocks  of  each  commodity  for 
February  1,  1919,  and  the  total  quantities  reported  are  shown  in 
the  first  two  columns  of  Table  1.  About  four-fifths  of  the  firms 
reporting  gave  information  for  February  1.  1918,  as  well  as  for 
February  1,  1919.  Comparative  figures  for  these  dates,  based  on 
the  returns  from  such  firms,  are  given  in  the  latter  part  of  Table  1. 
This  table  also  shows  what  percentage  the  1919  holdings  represented 
of  the  stocks  held  by  the  same  firms  on  February  1.  1918. 

The  stocks  of  wheat  on  February  1,  1919,  as  indicated  in  Table  1, 
were  equal  to  289.6  per  cent  of  those  reported  for  the  same  date 
last  year,  or  nearly  three  times  as  large.  The  stocks  of  corn  reported 
for  February  1,  1919,  were  equal  to  85.6  per  cent  of  those  held  by 
the  same  firms  one  year  earlier,  these  figures  representing  a  decrease 
of  14.4  per  cent.  The  commercial  stocks  of  oats  reported  for  the 
same  date  showed  an  increase  of  2.2  per  cent,  as  compared  with  the 
holdings  on  February  1,  1918.  and  the  holdings  of  barley  an  increase

*  The  "Firms  reporting,"  as  shown  in  the  tables,  are  the  firms  which  reported 
actual  slocks  of  the  commodity  in  question.  A  considerable  number  of  other 
firms  submitted  reports  indicating  that  their  stocks  of  specified  commodities  were 
entirely  exhausted.  Thus  1.850  firms  reported  thai  they  had  no  wheat  in  slock 
on  February  1,  1919,  making  a  lotal  of  13.3S5  firms  from  whom  reports  were 
received  regarding  stocks  of  wheat. 
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of  36.1  per  cent,  while  the  current  stocks  of  rye  were  shown  to  be 
nearly  four  times  the  holdings  of  a  year  ago. 

The  holdings  of  white  wheat-flour  reported  for  February  1,  1919, 
were  53.8  per  cent  larger  than  those  of  a  year  earlier,  and  the  stocks 
of  whole-wheat  and  graham  flour  were  34.0  per  cent  larger.  All 
the  other  kinds  of  flour,  together  with  corn  meal,  show  material 
increases  in  stocks  on  hand  for  the  current  year  as  compared  with 
the  stocks  of  February  1,  1918,  the  percentages  representing  the 
current  stocks  in  terms  of  the  corresponding  stocks  of  a  year  ago 
being  as  follows:  Rye  flour,  181.4  per  cent  (an  increase  of  81.4  per 
cent);  barley  flour,  209.0  per  cent;  corn  flour,  663.5  per  cent;  corn 
meal.  161.3  per  cent;  buckwheat  flour,  292.8  per  cent;  and  mixed 
flour,  353.7  per  cent. 

Among  the  miscellaneous  non-perishable  food  products  referred 
to  above  as  group  3,  the  stocks  of  canned  salmon  showed  a  slight 
decrease,  as  compared  with  the  stocks  of  a  year  ago,  while  the  stocks 
of  beans,  rice,  rolled  oats,  sugar,  canned  tomatoes,  and  canned  corn 
showed  material  increases.  The  current  stocks  of  these  commodi- 
ties represent  the  following  percentages  of  the  stocks  on  hand  one 
year  ago:  Beans,  131.3  per  cent;  rice,  121.8  per  cent;  rolled  oats, 
156.5  per  cent;  canned  salmon,  96.2  per  cent;  canned  tomatoes> 
176.7  per  cent;  canned  corn,  157.4  per  cent;  and  sugar,  156.8 
per  cent. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  condensed  milk  reported  for  the  date 
of  the  Survey  represented  130.0  per  cent  of  the  stocks  held  by  the 
same  firms  one  \ear  earlier,  while  the  stocks  of  evaporated  milk 
reported  for  February  1.  1919,  were  equal  to  81.5  per  cent  of  the 
stocks  on  hand  February  1,  1918. 

Table  2  gives  the  stocks  reported  for  February  1.  1919,  by  each 
class  of  business  concerns,  together  with  comparative  figures  similar 
to  those  shown  in  Table  1  for  all  classes  of  business  combined. 

These  figures  indicate  that  three-fourths  of  the  corn,  four-fifths 
of  the  wheat,  five-sixths  of  the  oats,  and  more  than  nine-tenths  of 
the  barley  and  rye  were  reported  by  the  elevators  and  grain  ware- 
houses. Nearly  one-fifth  of  the  wheat  was  reported  by  the  grain 
and  flour  mills,  and  about  one-seventh  of  the  corn.

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Of  the  6,454,299  barrels  of  white  wheat-flour  reported  by  all 
classes  of  concerns,  the  grain  mills  held  nearly  one-half,  while  the 
elevators  and  general  warehouses  together  held  more  than  one- 
fourth,  and  the  wholesale  grocers  about  one-seventh.  The  mills 
also  held  between  three-tenths  and  four-tenths  of  the  rye  flour, 
corn  flour,  buckwheat  flour,  and  corn  meal.  The  wholesale  grocers 
reported  more  than  one-half  of  the  whole-wheat  and  graham  flour, 
and  about  four-tenths  of  the  corn  meal,  buckwheat  flour,  and  mixed 
flour. 

Nearly  one-third  of  the  beans  were  reported  by  the  elevators 
and  about  the  same  fraction  by  the  wholesale  grocers.  Con- 
siderably more  than  one-half  of  the  rice  reported  was  held  by  the 
wholesale  grocers,  the  balance  being  in  the  general  warehouses.  The 
wholesale  grocers  also  reported  more  than  four-fifths  of  the  stocks 
of  rolled  oats  and  canned  corn,  nearly  seven-tenths  of  the  canned 
tomatoes,  six-tenths  of  the  sugar,  and  one-half  of  the  canned  salmon, 
the  remainder  in  each  case  being  reported  by  the  general  warehouses. 

The  figures  for  the  fourth  group  of  commodities  indicate  that 
more  than  one-sixth  of  the  condensed  milk  reported  was  held  by 
the  condensaries.  while  the  general  warehouses  held  one-fourth,  the 
cold  storages  about  one-seventh,  and  the  wholesale  grocers  more 
than  one-third.  In  the  case  of  evaporated  milk,  the  condensaries 
held  about  two-fifths  of  the  total,  and  the  wholesale  grocers  more 
than  one-half. 

Table  3  shows  what  part  of  the  total  quantities  reported  for 
February  1,  1919,  consisted  of  stocks  actually  on  hand  and  what 
part  was  reported  as  in  transit  on  the  date  specified.  The  figures 
for  goods  in  transit  were  obtained  under  the  following  instructions: 
"Report  as  in  transit  the  total  quantity  of  each  commodity  which 
you  have  recently  shipped  and  which  you  believe  had  not  been 
delivered  to  the  purchaser  or  consignee  before  the  close  of  business 
on  February  1,  1919."

Table  4  presents  in  convenient  form  for  comparison  the  commer- 
cial stocks  of  cereals  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  February  1, 
1919,  and  the  commercial  visible  supply  figures  as  published  by  the 
Chicago  Board  of  Trade  and  b}'  Bradstreet  for  the  same  date.  The 
figures  for  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade  cover  only  about  twenty 
primary  market  and  port  cities  and  those  of  Bradstreet  include,  in 
addition  to  these  points,  a  certain  number  of  minor  interior  markets, 
or  about  fifty  cities  in  all.  The  Food  Survey  returns,  on  the  other 
hand,  cover  commercial  stocks  in  the  hands  of  specified  classes  of 
business  concerns  throughout  the  country.

SUMMARY  OF   COLD   STORAGE   REPORTS  FOR  FEBRUARY   1,    1919,   ISSUED   BY 
THE  COLD  STORAGE  DIVISION  OF  THE  BUREAU  OF  MARKETS. 

The  accompanying  tables  (Tables  7  and  8)  summarize  the  data  for  February  1,  1919,  assembled  by  the  Cold  Storage  Division  of  the 
Bureau  of  Markets.  Information  of  this  kind  is  secured  for  each  month  and  is  given  out  in  the  first  instance  in  the  form  of  special  reports 
upon  individual  commodities  or  groups  of  commodities,  issued  about  the  10th  of  the  month.  These  reports,  covering  the  whole  list  of 
commodities  or  any  specific  item,  will  be  sent  regularly  upon  request  to  any  person  interested;  or  the  information  will  be  telegraphed 
immediately  upon  its  release,  if  so  requested.     The  reports  are  free,  except  for  the  telegrams,  which  are  sent  charges  collect. 

As  a  few  storages  have  failed  to  respond  to  the  inquiries  sent  them,  the  figures  given  below  do  not  include  all  holdings.
